The serval's shaller boi 
was madte of wood and the Front portion of the reel had been ewessively dawedr^chewed. This rooF musi be repairedi 
Or replaced. 

The plywood seplions Thei ere belweEn the liger and cougar enclogures is in disrepair. Nail heads are esposed to the 
oulsjtde section In this same area. Theso panels are to prevani the animals from grabbing or biting each other if they 
are simultaneously housed in their lockout areas. This area must be repaired or replaced and shg.rp points eliminaied 
to protact the animals From iniury.
